WHO OWN WEST GRANITE? 


A QUESTION WHICH PUZZLES THIRD 
STREET AND THE BROKERS. 


L. M. Rumsey and A. B. Ewing Emphati- 
eally State That They Know Nothing 
About the Sale to Granite Mountain 
Holders—Other ‘Stockholders Out of 
Town—Mining Stock Sales and News. 


The mining market this morning was one of 
the most active of the year, and the amount 
of stock changing hands was very large. 


e*e 


The sensation of the day was the news re- 
ceived from Helena, Mont., in reference to 
the West Granite. Yesterday, according to 
dispatches received by various parties in this 
city, a meeting of the directors was 
held to consider a proposition made 
by a syndicate consisting of L. M. Rumsey, 
Charies Olark, A. B. Ewing, A. J. Well & Co., 
Wernse & Dieckman, O. D. McLure,, Paul 
Fusz, Moses Rumsey and J. J. Taussig, in 
reference to the purchase of a half in- 
terest in the mme. Most of those 
concerned are largely interested in the Granite 
Mountain and Bimetallic. The alleged pro- 
position was to liquidate the indebtedness of 
the company, amounting in all to about $50,- 
000, and place $100 , 000 in bank 
to be used in developing the 
property. In return the Granite Mountain 
syndicate was to receive a half interest in the 
West Granite, mine. The capital stock, 
500, 000 shares of the face value 


of $10 each, was not to be increased, 
but the present stockholders were to retain 
half their holdings, turning over the other 
alf of the new syndicate. The dispatches 
stated that a majority of the stockholders of 
the West Granite, who were re nted at the 
— agreed to the pro tion and it was 

— y announced that the transaction had 

n dosed. 

As might de supposed this news occasioned 
much excitement on the street and sent the 
stock upward with unexampled rapidity. Be- 
fore the call sales aggregating 600 shares 
were made at $1.25, and from 
figure it rapidly rose to $1.65, about 
1,200 shares being disposed of between trust 
quotations. The call opened with $1.60 bia, 
but the transfer of 100 shares proved sufiicient 
to start tne stock ona downward trip almost 
as rapid as its rise. One thousand 
shares at $1.55, and about 
1,000 at $1.50. The sales at 47% 
amounted to 300 shares, 100 brought $1.42 
and 600 sold at 40. Aslight recovery then en- 
sued, 500 shares bringing 42% and 800 sélling at 
45, butasharp deciine follow and with 
transfers 9 not over 1, shares 
the stock fell to $1. It then rose with in- 
significant transfers to $1.38%,the morning 
trading closing with a sale of 1,000shares at 
that price. 

Epeculation as to the extent and significance 
of the reported purchase was rife and a great 
number of theories were advanced. Some as- 
serted the belief that the purchase, which 
would be at a valuation of about 60 cents a 
share, was made for the purpose of securing 
t ground and not the mine, and 
predicted that the new stockhoid- 
ad practically secured control of 
„ would make no attempt to work 
it, at least at present. There was great un- 
certainity expressed as to whether a ma- 
jority of the present stockholders could make 
a sale of half the entire stock without con- 
sulting the minority, and it was the general 
opinion that before the transfer could be con- 
summated all stockholders would have to

The Behring Sea. 


WasHiINcTrox, D. C., March 21.—The Pres- 
ident will soon issue a proclamation relative 
to the Behring Sea, which cannot fail to at- 
tract international attention. This procia- 
mation will be the first information which 
most people will have that in the closing hours 
of the last Congress an amendment was 
incorporated in the inter-territorial salmon 
fishing act, which, in effect, declares that the 
Behring Sea is a closed sea. By this legislative 
enactment Congress has attempted to settle a 
grave point over which the nations 
have contended. The amendment in 
its terms extends the provisions of 
the salmon fishing act to seal fishing 
in Behring Sea. That is to say, the act forbids 
the taking of seal by any one not authorized 
by the act within the waters of Behring Sea, 
and does not exclude them merely from fish- 


ing on certain islands. The amend- 
ment is, of course of the great 
est importance to the Alaska Fur- 


Seal Co., as it will preserve the seal fisheries 
for tiem. It is also of great importance to the 
American and Canadian fishermen who may 
have been planning to engage in seal fishing 
in the open waters of the Behring Sea this sea- 
son, us so many of the Canadian vessels did last 
season. The act authorizes the seizure of such 
vesseis by United States revenue cutters. The 
prociamation of the President will cali atten- 
tion to this fact. The act may give rise to im- 
portant international complications. It is an 
attempt by legislative -enactment to settle an 
international question which the great pewers 
interested may consider still an open one. 


At the White House. 


WasHincton, D. C., March 21.—There were 
mo delegations at the White House to-day. 


This is somewhat unusual, not having been 


the case except on Sundays since the4th of 
March. There were pleuty of callers, how-

Prospects of a Bitter Fight Over the House 
Liquor Bill. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATOR. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 21.—The com- 
mittee substitute for all dram-shop bills re- 
ported yesterday in the House by the Oom-

It is obvious to any 
casual observer that some high license meas- 
ure will be enacted into a law. It is also 
equally obvious that the alliance bill has more 
friends than any other license bill before the 
General Assembly. It is but fair to say, how- 
ever, that it has more enemies who will oppose 
it with more bitterness and unceasing hostility 
than other bills bearing on the same subject. 
Ben Deering’s efforts have added greatly to 
the popularity of the alliarioe bill. In fact, he 
has given it standing and consideration, for at 
the commencement of the session the bill had 
but few followers, even among those who 
favored stringent legislation on the liquor 
traflic. 

Senator Kerwin’s bill changing the commis- 
sions of the Collector of St. Louis City, passed 
the Senate to-day. The Senator thinks that 


the bill will save tothe city annually about 
$75,000, and at the same time givethe Collector 
A handsome salary for himself and pay for a 
sufficient number of deputies necessary to run 
the offices. 

The bill to prohibit the formation of trusts 
and combination for the purpose of controll- 
ing the manufacture or production 
or establishing the price of any article 
or commodity of merehandise, passed the 
Senate by a good majority. The bill is some- 
what sweeping in it provisions and is designed 
to overthrow and destroy all trusts or com- 
binations to control market prices of produc- 
tions of every class and character. 

The Treasury bill was passed to-day bya 
very meagre majority, there 
but nineteen votes in its favor. 
bill makes quite a revolution in the Treasury 
Department, as it abolishes the Fund Com. 
missions and in a weasure confers upon the 
State Treasurer the duties heretofore devolv. 
ing On the board, subject, however, to certain 
limitations. It also abolishes the office of the 
Secretary ofthe Board of Equalization and 
transfers the duties thereof to the State Aud- 
itor. It also enlarges the class of securities 
for the depositing of the State's moneys 80 as 
to accept county bonds and registe funded 
bonds of the City of St. Louis, in addition to 
State and national bonds, security for the 
State’s deposit. It is almost sure of defeat in 
the House, or ut least the present indications 
point that way. 

Senator Clay's uniform railroad taxation 
bill was reported back from the Committee on 
Railroads with the recommendation that it be 
referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means, of which Senator Clay is Chairman. 
The reference was so ordered, and as the biil 
isnow inthe hands of a committee of which 
ite author is Chairman a favorabie report may 
be expected soon. This bill proposes a radical 
change in the entire system of the taxation of 
railrvads, as it proposes to tax the gross earn- 
ings of all railroadseperated in the State. It- 
divides the roads into four classes with a view 
of dessening the taxes on branch and increas- 
ing the taxation on good-paying trunk roads.

WHERE MACHINERY is USED. 

„The territorial distribution of farming im- 
plements is peculiar, and by no means cor- 
responds with the agricultural productiveness 
ofthe country. In the Northwestern Terri- 
tories we do a splendid pusiness, as on the 
lowa corn lands and the great Minnesota, Ne- 
braska and Dakota wheat fields the very best 


and most modern appliances are in 
use. Self-binders, planters, steam 
ploughs, beaders, and in fact everything 
teat has deen invented, are» called 


into requisition whenever they can be effi- 
ciently utilized, and the result is that tne cost 
of planting and harvesting those crups is re- 
duced toa miniinum. Nearly all this trade is, 
however, done through Chicago and 8t. Louis 
and Southern Illinois, with a much richer ter- 
ritory to draw upon, does not sell anything 
like the proportion of farm machinery tbat it 
should. Kansas, — Illinois and South- 
ern Nebraska buy freely, but otber sections 
do not use anything like as much farming ma- 
chinery as they should. I do not mean 
to bellttle &t. Louls, for i handles almost as 
much farming machinery as Chicago, but its 
field ie not developed as it should be. 
were this city and the neighboring towns 
would have the greatest trade in this direction 
in the country. 
SOUTHERN AGRICULTURAL METHODS. 

»The cause of this deficiency is to be found 
in the primitive methods of agriculture preva- 
lentin many of the Southern States. Texas 
does fairly well and is constantiy improving, 
but to-day there is more modern machinery 
in Kansas than its arger, more 
1 and richer neighbor. Arkansas 
s fast improving, and ite purchases have in- 
creased at least per cent within the last 
three years. But when we look at the other 
Mississippi Valley States that ought to be our 
very best customers, avery different state of 
affairs is presented. There the hoe and the 
spade still reign supreme, except in a few 
localities, in Kentucky, Middle Tennessee and 
the Louistanariver bottoms. Ninety per cent of 
the farmers in Mississippi, Alabama and East 
ern and Western Tennessee bave never seen a 
reaper or self- binder, their corn is planted and 
cu'tivated by band, and even the mowing 
machine isararity. Scarcely an advance in 
the methods of agriculture has been made 
during the iast twenty years, and the expen- 
diture of manual labor is out of all proportion 
to the results. This, too, on some of the 
richest land in the country. 

EXTENDING sr. LOUIS TRADE. 

»The reason given is that the land is largely 
held by small farmers, who have not indl- 
vidually the capital to buy expensive imple- 
ments, and bave to rely on the hoe and 
spade. To alter this is the aim ot 
every machinery dealer in this part of the 
country and would be of immense benefit to 
St. Louis, as it would increase by 50 per cent 
the crops drawn from that section and would 
enable the farmers to correspondingly in- 
crease their expenditures here. What some 
of us want to do s to organize clubs im the 
different counties so that the farmers can 
combine and buy their machinery together, 
each using it in turn. This plan has been 
most successfully pursued in Kansas and Ne- 
bras ka, and there is no reason that it should 
not de in the Southern States. An earnest 
effort in this direction will be made at 
rate.

President Cox ot the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Will Call a Meeting of Citizens to 
Consider Detaille—Judges of the Civil

CELEBRA- 

TION of the 

centennial of 
Washington’s inau- 
guration as the first 
President of the 
United States on 
April 80, in St. Louis. 
is demanded by the 
people. Few sugges- 
tions have met with 


such hearty response as that of yesterday. It 


was only necessary to remind the people of 
the day and its significance to bring to a 
movement for its celebration everyone who 
bad a spark of patriotism in his soul. 

The heads of all the commercial bodies, the 
Mayor and a large number of citizens who are 
noted for their leadership in public affairs 
were emphatic in their indorsement of the 
proposed celebration. There wereeven sug- 
gestions as to the details of this celebration, 
parade during the day, speeches at Music Hall 
and fireworks in the evening. 

ALL THE PRESIDENTS. 

The President of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
President of the Cotton Exchange, President 
of the Real Estate Exchange, President 
of the Mechanics’ Exchange, President of 
the School Board, the Mayor and six 
candidates for the Mayoralty were all in favor 
ofa St. Louis celebration and thought St. 
Louis could not pass over the day without an 
exhibition of loyal regard for such an oc- 
casion. 

On such indotsement there only remains the 
details of a celebration to de con- 
sidered.

He Disappeared Mysteriously Twenty-Two 
Years Ago, But His Mother Believes He 
Is Still Alive and That She Will Find Him 
—Over $20,000 Spent Inthe Search and 
5,000 Letters Written—The Mother's 
Pathetic Story.

T is an old saw that 
hope deferred maketh 
the heart sick, but 
such does not seem to 
be true in the case of 
Mrs. L. M. McDowell, 
Lan old lady living at 
No. 1110 Malinckrodt 
street. Twenty-two 
years ago, in April, 
1867, her II- year - old 
son, Frank, disap- 
peared mysteriously. 
Frank was a tall, slen- 
der, pretty, dark-eyed 
“4 lad, the pride of his 
parents and the joy of 
“bis playmates. The 
mystery attending his 
disappearance was 
never cleared up. It was thought by his 
parents that he had been kidnapped, or en 
ticed away, or that probably he ran away for 
some unknown cause. They had been kind to 
him and could assign no reason for his 
disappearance other than that he had either 
been led astray or forcibly taken. Every et- 
fort in their power was made by Mr. and Mrs. 
McDowell to find their boy. They offered 
large rewards, advertised extensively and 
spent considerable sums in personal invest 
gation, but all was of no avail. Months flew 
by and grew into years,and the years marched 
on, yet no word or news was heard from the 
missing boy. His parents never despaired. 
They felt positive that he was alive, 
especially bis mother, who followed up every 
little clew she could find—sometimes making 
the most extensive searches on the least jot of 
information. So wrapped up was she in her 
boy that she seemed to forget that even 
though he were alive he must have 
GROWN TO MANHOOD 
and changed considerably. The image of his 
fair face and his dark eyes was still un- 
changed and unchangeable in her heart. She 


never gave up the search and even to this day 
she is as earnest as ever. She has written letter 
after letter to the police inquiring diligently 
about every man or boy ofthe name of Me- 
Dowell who has appeared in the papers, and 
she has again and ain received the invaria- 
ble answer: No; it is not the same—it is not 
your son. She watches the columns of the 
newspapers, and whenever she sees the name 
of McDowell figuring in a railroad wreck, or 
accident, or fight, she asks of the 
olice to ascertain whether or not it 
sherson. Shedescribes him as he looked to 
her twenty-two years ago, forgetting that he 
isnowaman 83 years of age and no doubt 
entirely * in appearance. She yet be- 
lieves she will find him, and buoyed up with 
that hope she persists in ber search. 
The following letter sent to the Chief of 
Police yesterday will serve as an indication of. 
her persistence and her faith in finding herson 
after these many long years: 
Dear Str—I saw in the Post-Dispatcn of the 
19th inst., although I did not observe it until yester- 
day. an account of a stranger named McDowell from 
Portiand, Ore., being robbed in this city. I lost a 
son by the name of Frank Mclbowell. He disappeared 
twenty-two years ago the 16th of next April, in 1567. 
He was II years old atthe time. Ifaiive he will be 
33 years old the 16th of next March. My husband 
Mr. McDowell, hunted for him as long as he lived 
andIsull keep it up. My husband offered large 
rewards. We supposed at the time that he was 
stolen or enticed away, but never received any relia- 
bie information concerning him from that 
this. My son had dark hair and dark eyes, slender 
build. It itis not too late I wish you would find out 
something about this person and let me know as soon 
as convenient. I Would come down, but I have been 
sick with the heart disease and do not like to go out 
very much. I cut the plece out of the paper and will 
sendit. l remain, very = i gt

MRS. M’DOWELL TALKS. 
To a reporter of the Post-DISPATCH Mrs. 
McDowell spoke of her son in a pathetic 
manner, and ber words could not but inspire 
her listener witheympathy. After inviting 
her visitor to a seat, Mrs. McDowell said: 
t was in the year 1867, on the 16th day of 
April, that my son disappeared, and we were 
at that time living near the Mississippi, in the 
village of Carondelet. My husband was the 
overseer of the ship-yards of Primus Emer- 
gon, and the boy, having a passion for 
the water, spentthe greater part of his time 
at the dock, becoming a favorite with all the 
assing rivermen. Sbortly after dinner on 
he day mentioned Frank, then II years old, 
rose from his seat and left the house, saying 
that he was ‘going down to the yards.’ 
never saw him again. He did not return 
that nightand in the morning I telegraphed 
bis father, who was at Alton, III. Hecame at 
once, had the river dragged, the village 
searched and telegrams sent to all parts of the 
sourrounding country. Getting no favorable re- 
sponse, he hired six detectives and put them 
to work to ferret out the mystery. He also 
caused an advertisement to be inserted in the 
St. Louis Democrat and Republican, the New 
Orleans, Dallas, Cincinnati, Wichita, Mem- 
phis and other leading papers offering a re- 
ward of $5,000 for the return of the boy, dead 
or alive. The following year he sold out hie 
business interests, converted his prope and 
personal effects into cash, and we 8 out 
to find our missing Frank. For six years we 
searched, — 2 all points up and down 
the Missiesippi, Missouri and Ohio Rivers 
and sparing neither pains nor money 
to discover even the slightest trace 
of the boy. Finally my husband grew 
somewhat discouraged and disheartened 
but I never gave up hove. However, we re- 
turned to St. Louis and continued the hunt 
from this point by mail. I myself wrote and 
addressed over five thousand letters, and my 
busband was equally dilligent. In 1878 my 
husband was taken down with the yellow 
fever while in Memphis and he died in a short 
time. Ineversaw him, and another burden 
was added to my load of sorrow. Soon after 
this I move to my present home 
and have lived here ever since, 
my only remaining son providing for 
me in my old age. But I have not given up 
hope of once more seeing by boy. I e lots 
of the papers, and whenever I see the name or 
bear the address of a man named McDowell, I 
write to him in the hope that he may be my 
boy. M friends tell me 
HE Is DEAD, 
but I can’t believe it, and shall continue my 
vigil until called to rest, when I may there 
find the lost one.“ 

But, Mrs. McDowell,’’ asked the reporter, 
had you no clue on which to base your years 
of search and your hope of once more secing 
the boy? 

„A very slight one, she replied. ‘*The 
boy was always fondof the water and pos- 
sessed an inclination to serve as cabin boy on 
some of the river steamers. And, too, he had 
a friend in the person of one Jerry Coates, the 
captain of one ofthe steamers, Coates at va- 
rious times tried to induce us to let Frank 
take a trip to the Gulf with him, but I would 
never give my consent. There was at the time

SEVERELY DENOUNCED. 


The Deed of Vandalism at Yale College by 
Students. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 21.—It was re- 
ported yesterday afternoon that the names of 
the students who were guilty of the cowardly 
deed of vandalism on the college campus had 
been discovered by the Yale faculty, but it 
could not be substantiated. The indignation 
felt by the faculty and students of Yale has 
not cooled down by any means. The act was 


severely denounced yesterday morning by 
President Dwight during the religious exer- 
Cises in the college chapel. He said: 

think I voice the sentiments of the entire 
student community, with the exception of 
those persons directly interested, and I hope 
their sentiments will also agree when they 
consider the facts in the case, and IknowlI 
voice the sentiments of the entire facuit 
when I say that the act of desecration whic 
was 8 on these grounds by students 
last Monday night was contemptibie and be- 
neath the consideration of any community, 
much more of a community such as 
we believe this to be. Reverence for 
old customs and relics has been a di- 
tinctive feature of Yale life in the past and it 
is the duty of the community to protect and 
preserve all the memories and monuments of 
the great men through whom Yale has been 
raised to the position she now occupies. I 
hope that this act was done in a moment of 
thoughtlessness, and yet the memory of it 
ought to be a lasting disgrace throughout the 
lives of the perpetrators. I regret that I was 
obliged to interrupt our simple morning 
worship by calling attention to this act of 
desecration and it puts me in mind of the old 
saying that‘in manliness we approach very 
near to godliness.’ ’’ 
At present there are no definite grounds for 
suspicion, but every effort is being made to 
discover the perpetrators. A meeting was 
called for last night at 6:45 o’clock a the 
prominent students of the university for the 
purpose of condemning the offense and to 
take action on the following resolutions: 
‘*Resolyea, That we, the students of Yale 
University, hereby publicly denounce this 
a@firont to the name and dignity of 
Prof. Silliman; and be it further 
Resolved, That we brand this deed as alien 
in its spiritto thetrue standard of Yale life 
and arraign its doers before the bar of public 
sentiment as guilty of defaming the good 
name of Yale.’ 
The meeting was held at No. 176 Lyceum and 
over two hundred students were present. The 
resolutions were passed unanimously. No 
speeches were wade. The better class of stu- 
dents have for some time past been preud 
of the good order that has prevailed at Yale, 
and they equal in indignant expressions re- 
5 ape the outrage the faculty and friends of 
ale.

BEAUTIFUL JOSEPHINE .CREIGER’S Pn. 
JURED TESTIMONY TO SECURE MILLION, 


Her Claim to the Estate of ‘‘Count’’ Chess. 
brough—The Strange Career of 
American Whe Purchased a Title of N. 
bility—-A Life of Uselessness and Fy. 
ravagance—Sensational Scene in Court,

NRw YoRK, March 21.—Margaret Chess. 
brough, @ rien widow, died in New York ip 
1859. Her husband had been a prosperous 
New York merchant and bad died some thirty 
years before, leaving her worth several 
millions of money. Before her marriage Mrs. 
Chesebrough was a Miss Moore, belonging to 
the well-known Moore family of New York, 
which at the beginning ot the present century 
was one of the wealthiest and most luflu- 
ential families on Manhattan Island. 
Mr. Chesebbrough left, beside hig 
widow two sons, Charles A. Chese. 
brough and Blazius M. Chesebrough, who 
to the astonisment of all his friends, suddenly 
one day while abroad acquired the title of 
Count, and returning to America demanded 
that he should be recognized as at least an 
offshoot of the Austrian nobility. The man. 
ner in which Mr. Blasius M. Chesebrough ob- 
tained his title was never satisfactorily deter. 
mined, even up to the date of his death, which 
oceurred in 1866, but that he fully enjoyed the 
privileges which such handies generally give 
to a man inthis Democratic republic cannot 


be denied. He went away plain Mr. Cheese. 
brough; be returned Count Chesebrough. 
He revelled in the glory of the title through. 
out the length and breadth of the land, and 
had the striking advantage over the Count 
Johannes and other Americanized nobleman 
in that he was always supplied with money 
wherewith to maintain his pretensions. As 
far as money went he might have been Monte 
Cristo. It was generally 9 osed that Count 
Chesebrough got bis title at Linz, a 
thriving town on the River Danube. 
He had always, as plain Mr. 
Chesebrough, spent his money prodigally, 
and when one day be ran across a real Count 
who was notof much account, so far as cash 
went, and who was willing to dispose of a title 
for rather more than a title, the American did 
not hesitate to purchase it. Having bought 
and paid for the title, ‘‘Mr.,’’ or rather, 
Count“ Ohesebrough was very jealous of it,

A LIFE OF RIOTOUS USELESSNESS. 
He was a tall man of commanding appear- 
ance and lofty bearing, and invariably wore 
his whiskers barbered after the tashion of the 
Austrian nobility. Being in receipt, even 
at that time from his mother’s generous 
purse of over $250,000 he had, it will be seen, 
more than a quarter million with which to 
paint the country red. He put on the paint 
with the utmost prodigality. When other 
means of squandering bis 12 talled he or- 
ganized theatrical troupes and barn-stormers 
and stormed the continent. It is related of 
him that one night in Utica where one of his 
companies was to play, he stood at the door 
in full evening dress and violently refused to 
admit any would- be spectators not 
as faultlessly dressed as himself. 
Since. nobody came to the theater in 
evening dress, he gave the performance in an 
absolutely empty house. e was a crank and 
aspendthrift andaroue. During all this maa 
career of Count Chesebrough, however, 
although he was involved m innumerable 
affairs with women of one sort and another, it 
was never claimed by anybody that he had 
ever married. He had many real estate trans- 
actions ds a single man; was sent to jail for 
numerous sprees as a single man, and in no 
stage of his career, either jovial or melan- 
choly, made any claim of being married. 
By the terms of his mother’s will, the 
„Count“ and his brotber Charles were to 
share the income from the estate during their 
joint lifetime, and on the death of either the 
principal was to go to the lawful issue of th 
deceased, if any were left—or, in the absence 
of lawful issue, was to go to the survivin 
brother absolutely.

"TWAS NOT A SUICIDE. 


Jacob Michael Died of Alcoholism and Not 
by Poison. 


The inquest beld to-day on thé body of 
Jacob Michael of No. 2916 Wisconsin avenue, 
who was supposed to have committed suicide 
by taking some kind of poison, developed 
that it was not asuicide at all, but a case of 
death from alcoholism. The stuff whicb 
the police supposed to be poison and 


Micbael’s 
wife testified that her husband was 53 years of 
age, a native of Germany and a whipmaker 
by — — For twenty-eight years he had 
been suffering from asthma, and went on oc- 
casional sprees, which would last a couple of 
weeks. hile on these sprees he froquently 
threatened to take his life. He was 
on a tear yesterday, and in the 
evening she was summoned to a saloon at 2901 
Saline street, and found her husband dead in 
the hallway adjoining it. John J. DeWein tes- 
tified that at 3 o’ clock in the afternoon he saw 
Michael come into thesaloon and ask fora 
bucket of beer, which was refused him, as he 
was already drunk. In a half hour he re- 
turned and going up to the counter asked for 
a drink. At the same time he stated in Ger- 
man that he had taken poison. Then he fell 
to the floor, was picked up and 
placed in a chair, but also fell 
out of that and was taken outside to get some 
fresh air. He was placed in the hall, where 
he died. DeWein said Michael was a bard 
drinker and he thought that drink had killed 
him and did not believe the man had taken 
any poison. Louis Spieker, the bar-keeper, 
did not believe the man had taken poison, as 
Michael always threatened to take it when- 
ever he was full. Michael Michael, the son of 
the deceased, also believed drink had caused 
his father’s death. —

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NEED AN OBJECT LESSON. 


LORD SALISBURY DETERMINED AGAINST 
DISSOLVING THE PRESENT PARLIAMENT. 


The Minister Severely Arraigned—Prospects 
ot the Home Rule Legisiation—Queen 
Victoria’s Highland Gillie—A Royal All- 
ance—Stafford House—The Oberammer- 
gau Passion Play—The Pope's Income— 
Labouchere’s Social and Political 
Budget. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 21.—The Queen sent for Lord 
Salisbury before she left England, and de- 
sired him to enlighten her fully on the politi- 
dal prospect. The Marquis of Salisbury 
informed her Majesty that she might rest 
assured there would be no complaints of or 
crisis for some years to come as he was fully 
prepared to prolong the existence of the 
present Parliament to the latest possible 
period, and, in point of fact, dissolution 
might be expected to take place in July, 1893. 
I have good reason to believe that there isa 
secret understanding between Lord Salisbury 
and the Marquis of Hartington that this 


Parliament shall simply expire from inan- 
ition. It is quite reasonable that the Unionist 
leader should desire this arrangement, for he 
is perfectly aware that at the next election 
his followers will be driven from their seats 
like the chaff before the wind. If the Ministers 
had one shred of honor they would at once 
dissolve and give the country an opportunity 
to express an opinion upon condact so dis- 
graceful. But instead of this they actually 
xliory in having placed the magistrate and 
the police at the disposal of the Times 
in ite endeavorto prove its charges against 
the Irish members. To argue with men 80 
utterly lost to the Idecencies of political life 
is useless. We ought to arrange an object 
lesson for them in the guise ofa few hundred 
thousand indignant citizens. Aday should 
be appointed for a national meeting and con- 
tingents should be sent up from every town 
and district in Great Britain. But whether the 
doomed culprits remain our rulers for three 
years more or not, one thing i certain, 
that we must have no political dickering with 
them. We must not abate one title or one 
iota of our programme. The Tories and 
Unionists tell us that even if we do get a ma- 
jority they willrender it abortive by making 
their obedient servants, the Lords, throw out 
any home-rule bill that a Gladstonian Ministry 
might pass. This must be met by Mr. Giad- 
stone only taking office on an assurance from 
Her Majesty that he will be empowered, if 
necessary, to create a sufficient number of 
Peers to make this threat impossibie of real 
ization.

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THE PERSISTENT SEARCH OF MBS. M’DOW- 
ELL FOR HER MISSING SON, 


He Disappeared Mysteriously Twenty-Two 
Years Ago, But His Mother Believes He 
Is Still Alive and That She Will Find Him 
—Over $20,000 Svent Inthe Search and 
5,000 Letters Written—The Mother's 


Tis an old saw that 
hope deférred maketh 
the heart sick, but 
such does not seem to 
be true in the case of 
Mrs. L. M. McDowell, 
Lein old lady living at 
No. 1110 Malinckrodt 
street. Twenty-two 
years ago, in April, 
1867, her 11-year-old 
son, Frank, disap- 
peared mysteriously. 
Frank was a tall, slen- 
der, pretty, dark-eyed 
4 lad, the pride of his 
parents and the joy of 
nie playmates. The 
= mystery attending his 
— disappearance was 
never cleared up. It was thought by his 
parents that he had been kidnapped, or en 
ticed away, or that probably he ran away for 
some unknown cause. They had been kind to 
bim and could assign no reason for his 
disappearance other than that he bad either 
been led astray or forcibly taken. Every et- 
fort in their power was made by Mr. and Mrs. 
McDowell to find their boy. They offered 
large rewards, advertised extensively and 
spent considerable sums in personal investi- 
gation, but all was of no avail. Months flew 
by and grew into years,and the years marched 
on, yet no word or news was heard from the 
missing boy. His parents never despaired. 
They felt positive that he was alive, 
especially bis mother, who followed up every 
little clew she could find—sometimes making 
the most extensive searches on the least jot of 
information. So wrapped up was she in her 
boy that she seemed to forget that even 
though he were alive he must have 
GROWN TO MANHOOD 
and changed considerably. The image of his 
fair face and his dark eyes was still un- 
changed and unchangeable in her heart. She 


never gave up the search and even to this day 
she is as earnest asever. She has written letter 
after letter to the police inquiring diligently 
about every man or boy of the name of Me- 
Dowell who has appeared in the papers, and 
she has again and ain received the invaria- 
bie answer: No; it is not the same—it is not 
yourson.’’ She watches the columns of the 
newspapers, and whenever she sees the name 
of McDowell figuring in a railroad wreck, or 
accident, or fight, she asks of the 

olice to ascertain whether or not it 
sherson. She describes him as he looked to 
her twenty-two years ago, forgetting that be 
is now aman 84 years of age and no doubt 
entirely — in appearance. She yet be- 
lieves she will find him, and buoyed up with 
that * she persists in ber search. 

The following letter sent to the Chief of 
Police yesterday will serve as an indication of. 
her persistence and her faith in finding her son 
after these many long years: 

DEAR Str—I saw in the Post-Dispatcn of the 
19th inst., — 5 I did not observe it until yester- 
day. an account of a stranger named McDowell from 
Portiand, Ore., being robbed in this city. I losf a 
son by the name of Frank Mclowell. He disappeared 
twenty-two years ago the 16th of next April, 2 1867. 
He was 11] years old at the time. If allve he will be 
33 years old the 16th of next March. My husband 
Mr. McDowell, hunted for him as long as he lived 
andI still keep it up. My husband offered large 
rewards. We supposed at the time that he was 
stolen or enticed away, but never received any relia- 
bie information concerning him from that day to 
this. My son had dark hair and dark eyes, slender 
build. It is not too late I wish you would find out 
something about this person and let me know as soon 
as convenient. I would come down, but I bave been 
sick with the heart disease and do not like to go out 
very much. I cut the piece out of the paper and will 
send it. lI remain, very respectfully,

‘ MRS. M DOWELL TALKS. 

oO a reporter of the Post-DISPATCH Mrs. 
McDowell spoke of her son in a pathetic 
manner, and ber words could not but inspire 
her listener withsympathy. After inviting 
her visitor to a seat, Mrs. McDowell said: 

It was in the year 1867, on the 16th day of 
April, that my son disappeared, and we were 
at that time living near the Mississippi, in the 
village of Carondelet. My husband was the 
overseer of the ship-yards of Primus Emer- 
son, and the boy, having a passion for 
the water, spentthe greater part of his time 
at the dock, becoming a favorite with all the 

assing rivermen. Shortly after dinner on 

he day mentioned Frank, then II years old, 
rose from his seat and left the house, coving 
that ne was ‘going down to the yards.’ 
never saw him again. He did not return 
that nightand in the . I telegraphed 
his father, who was at Alton, III. Hecame at 
once, had the river dragged, the village 
searched and telegrams sent to all parts of the 
sourrounding country. Getting no favorable re- 
sponse, he hired six detectives and put them 
to work to ferret out the mystery. He also 
caused an advertisement to be inserted in the 
Lovis Democratand Republican, the New 
Orleans, Dallas, Cincinnati, Wichita, Mem- 
phis and other leading papers offering 4 re. 
ward of $5,000 for the return of the boy, dead 
or alive. The following year he sold out his 
business Interests, converted his prope and 
personal effects into cash, and wes out 
to find our missing Frank. For six years we 
searched, stopping at all points up and down 
the Missiesippi, Missouri and Ohio Rivers 
and sparing neither pains nor money 
to discover even the slightest trace 
of the boy. Finally my husband grew 
somewhat discouraged and disheartened 
but I never gave up hove. However, we re- 
turned to St. Louis and continued the hunt 
from this point by mail. I myself wrote and 
addressed over five thousand letters, and my 
busband was — dilligent. In my 
husband was taken down with the yellow 
fever while in Memphis and he died in a short 
time. Ineversaw him, and another burden 
was added to my load of sorrow. Soon after 
this I move to my present home 
and have lived here ever since, 
my only remaining son providing for 
me in my old age. But I have not given up 
hope of once more seeing by boy. 1 e lots 
of the papers, and whenever I see the name or 
bear the address of a man named McDowell, I 
write to him in the hope that he may be my 
boy. M friends tell me 
HE IS DEAD, 
but I can’t believe it, and shall continue my 
vigil until called to rest,when I may there 
find the lost one.’’ 

But, Mrs. McDowell,’’ asked the reporter, 
had you no clue on which to base your years 
of search and your hope of once more seeing 
the boy?“ 2 

„A very slight one, she replied. ‘*The 
boy was always fond of the water and pos- 
sessed an inclination to serve as cabin boy on 
some of the river steamers. And, too, he had 
a friend in the person of one Jerry Coates, the 
captain of one of the steamers, Coates at va- 
rious times tried to induce us to let Frank 
take a trip to the Gulf with bim, but I would 
never give my consent. There was at the time 
too, a circus in St. Louls and several 
boys left their homes to follow its fortunes.

They all returned but gave no information of

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SEVERELY DENOUNCED. 


The Deed of Vandalism at Yale College by 
Students. 


NEw Havew, Conn., March 21.—It was re- 
ported yesterday afternoon that the names of 
the students who were guilty of the cowardly 
deed of vandalism on the college campus had 
been discovered by the Yale faculty, but it 
could not be substantiated. The indignation 
felt by the faculty and students of Yale has 
not cooled down by any means. The act was 


severely denounced yesterday morning by 
President Dwight during the religious exer- 
Cises in the college chapel. He said:

Reverence for 
old customs and relics has been a dis- 
tinctive feature of Yale life in the past and it 
is the duty of the community to protect and 
preserve allthe memories and monuments of 
the great men through whom Yale has been 
raised to the position she now occupies. I 
hope that this act was done in a moment of 
thoughtlessness, and yet the memory of it 
ought to be a lasting disgrace throughout the 
lives of the perpetrators. I regret that I was 
obliged to interrupt our simple morning 
worship by calling attention to this act of 
desecration and it puts me in mind of the old 
saying that in manliness we approach very 
near to godliness.’ ’’ 
At present there are no definite grounds for 
suspicion, but every effort is being made to 
discover the perpetrators. A meeting was 
calledfor last night at 6:45 o’clock Se the 
prominent students of the university for the 
purpose of condemning the offense and to 
take action on the following resolutions: 
**Resolyea, That we, the students of Yale 
University, hereby publicly denounce this 
to the name and dignity of 
Prof. Silliman; and be it further 

Resolved, That we brand this deed as alien 
in its spiritto the true standard of Yale lite 
and arraign its doers before the bar of public 
sentiment as guilty of defaming the good 
name of Yale.’ 
The meeting was held at No. 176 Lyceum and 
over two hundred students were present. The 
resolutions were passed unanimously. No 
speeches were made. The better class of stu- 
dents have for some time past been preud 
of the good order that bas prevailed at Yale, 
and they equal in indignant expressions re- 
gerding the outrage the faculty and friends of 
ale.

Chesebrough was a Miss Moore, belonging to 
the well-known Moore family of New York, 
which at the beginning ot the present century 
was one of the wealthiest and most luflu- 
ential families on Manhattan Island. 
Mr. Chesebbrough left, beside hig 
widow two sons, Charles A. Chese. 
brough and Blazius“ M. Chesebrough, who 
to the astonisment of all his friends, suddenly 
one day while abroad acquired the title ot 
Count, and returning to America demanded 
that he should be recognized as at least an 
offshoot of the Austrian nobility. The man. 
ner in which Mr. Blasius M. Chesebrough ob. 
tained his title was never satisfactorily deter. 
mined, even up to the date of his death, which 
oceurred in 1866, but that he fully enjoyed the

LESSON. 


LORD SALISBURY DETERMINED AGAINST 
DISSOLVING THE PRESENT PARLIAMENT. 


The Minister Severely Arraigned—Prospects 
of the Some Rule Legisiation—Queen 
Victoria's Highland Gillie—A Royal Alli. 
ance—Stafiord House—The Oberammer- 
gau Passion Piny—The Pope's Income— 
Labouchere’s Social and Political 
Budget. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
London, March 21.—The Queen sent for Lord 
Salisbury before she left England, and de- 
sired him to enlighten her fully on the politi- 
cal prospect. The Marquis of Salisbury 
informed her Majesty that she might rest 
assured there would be no complaints of or 
crisis for some years to come as he was fully 
prepared to prolong the existence of the 
present Parliament to the latest possibile 
period, and, in point of fact, dissolution 
might be expected to take place in July, 1893. 
I have good reason to believe that there is a 
secret understanding between Lord Salisbury 
and the Marquis of Hartington that this 


Parliament shall simply expire from nan 
ition. It is quite reasonable that the Unionist 
leader should desire this arrangement, for he 
is perfectiy aware that at the next election 
his followers willbe driven from their seats 
like the chaff before the wind. If the Ministers 
had one shred of honor they would at once 
dissolve and give the country an opportunity 
to express an opinion upon conda so dis- 
graceful. But instead of this they actually 
xiory in having placed the magistrate and 
the police at the disposal of the Times 
in its endeavor to prove its charges against 
the Irish members. To argue with men so 
utterly lost to the jdecencies of political life 
is useless.

UNCLE SAMS os 


HOW HIS ARMY IS RECRUITED AND THE 
RECRUITS. 


Made Up Equally of Lazy Drunkards and 
Ambitious Young Men—Easy Enough to 
Enlist But Very Hard to Leave—Two 
Thousand Deserters Last Year—How a 
Raw Recruit Is Taught to Be a Soldier.

T present 
Congress al- 
lows us to 
keep up a 
Standing 
army of only 
25,000 men. 
Thie isa very 
small army 
for such a na- 
tion, and it is 
not by any 
means diffi- 
cult to keep 
the ranks full. 
This end is 
accomplished 
by the re- 
cruiting offi- 
cers stationed 
in the differ- 
ent large cities. Thay enlist the recruits and 
send them to one of the three rendezvous— 
either to David's Island, New York Harbor; 
Columbus Barracks, Columbus, O., or to Jef- 
ferson Barracks, near St. Louis. From these 
depots they are sent to their regiments. Re- 
cruits consist largely of two classes of men. 
The first class is composed of young 
men, perhaps country boys, who think that 
thefe isa great deal of glory in being in the 
army and they want to be real soldiers. The 
second class is made up of men who drink a 
good deal and cannot make a living by hard 
work, so they enlist. 

Some of the reasons given by soldiers for 
having enlisted are very curious. That given 
by one was: ‘‘I wasn’t treated right at home, 
80 | went off and enlisted to get square with 
them. Another was: A friend of mine and 
I didn’t agree on one point, sol went off and 
joined the army, either to get killed and 
make her sorry or to win glory and make 
her have me. Others say that they 
selected they army as a profession and 
a means of making an honest living. Ot the 
two classes of men that enlist, of course, the 
first make the better soldiers, though many 
of the second-class make more success as 
soldiers than they would in any other walk in 


life. 
* 


A GOOD MANY FOREIGNERS 
in one way or another find their way into our 
army. 

The statistics show that only about one- halt 
of our soldiers are Americans and that the re- 
mainder are largely Germans and Irish. A 
few Poles, Swedes and Hungarians are also to 
be foundin the ranks. In our army there are 
four colored regimente—two of infantry and 
two of cavairy. It is nat at all difficult to 
keep these regiments filled up—in fact, a good 
many colored men who wish to eniist are 
turned away by the recruiting officers. 

The method of recruiting the army is about 
as follows: We will suppose that a young 
man wants to enlist. He lives near a city 
where there is a recruiting office. He goes 
into town, goes to the office and presents bim 
self. He findsthere an old sergeant who is 
in charge. He makes known his intention, 
and the sergeant after a few questions sees 
that he is eligible and tells him to call again 
the next morning. He does so and finds there 
the recruiting officer, who questions him 
minutely about his age, nationality, occu- 


pation, whether married or single, 
makes a record of his answers. He ig 
then examined physically, and if found to 
fulfilallofthe requirements he is enlisted for 
five — The embryo soldier is then given 
a uniform and put with six or eight other re- 
cruits, and all are sent, we will say, to the 
Cavalry Depot 

AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS. 

Ifa man enlists for the cavalry he is always 
sent there. On arriving he is assigned to one 
of the four companies for preliminary instruc- 
tions. Each company has two commissioned 
officers with it and a number of old soldiers 
for non-commissioned officers. As soon as he 
oins his company he is required to bathe, 

ave his hair cut and fit himself out with 
clean clothes. He is then issued an equipment 
and becomes a regular member of the com- 

any. 

For the first month he is drilled in the posi- 
tion of the soldier and the setting-up exer- 
cises. These are for the purpose of making 
him carry himeelf in a soidierly manner, 
During the second month he is taught how to 
march and then he is given a ovarbine and in- 

structed inthe manual of arms. By the end 
of the second month he has got enough of the 
manual to de put on guard, and he has to 
learn, largel iy ber experience, the duties of a 
sentinel and how to perform them. In the 
meantime he has been going twice a day to 
the stables and learning how to groom a horse 
and to take care of the stables. 

While atthe rendezvous before their three 
months of preliminary instructions are up, 
some recruits decide that they do not want to 
be soldiers after ail, but they have enlisted 
for five years of service, and it is almost im- 
possible for them to get a discharge so long as 
their health is goo Sometimes a young 
man of good parentage, good education and 
considerable means enlists withott his par- 
ents’ knowledge. 

In some of these cases, by application to the 

WAR DEPARTMENT, 

a discharge may be obtained. But N 
when the recruit tires of bis bargain. wit 
Uncle Sam there is no way left him to get out 
of it but to desert. It is not at all — 4 — 
for a recruit to desert before he joins his regi- 
ment, and even after that desertions frequent- 

occur. Last year there were over two 
2 — desertions in the army. But this, 
remember, is being reduced, for better ac-

Dr. Edwin Youn- 
kin, whose office is right across the street 
from the drug store into which the 
wounded man was taker,was summoned, and 
examined the man’s wound. He gave it as 
his opinion thatthe skull was fractured and 
the wound probably fatal. After he had 
dressed it and sewed it up Wernstein was con- 
veyed in an ambulance to the City Hospital. 
He was not unconscious, but the blow had in 
some way affected his powers of articulation 
and be was unable to speak.
